Arts centre 
could cost 
$850 million 


New theatres. Project 
would be funded 
through foundation 
— not city 


A new downtown academic 
and cultural centre would 
cost $850 million and could 
be open by 2017, but a pro¬ 
posal going to city council 
next week would see a private 
foundation pick up most of 
that cost. 

The proposed centre would 
encompass four new theatres, 
a home for the University of 
Alberta’s arts and theatre pro¬ 
grams and an open air galleria 
space. 

According to a report going 
to council’s executive com¬ 


mittee Monday, the founda¬ 
tion behind the project would 
borrow $650 million, raise 
$50 million in donations and 
aim to secure $50 million in 
grants. 

The city would be asked to 
assemble the land for the pro¬ 
ject and contribute toward the 
galleria space, at an estimated 
cost of $100 million. 

“The city would not be the 
big player in this, the city is 
not being looked at... to fund 
two-thirds of it or three-quar¬ 
ters or anywhere near that,” 
said Rick Daviss, the city’s 
executive director of sustain¬ 
able development. 

On Monday, councillors 
will only be asked to give ad¬ 
ministration the OK to talk to 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board about a property on the 
site needed for the project to 
go ahead. 

Daviss said the project is 


still in the early stages and the 
city won’t have to make any 
significant decisions now. 

“There (are) a lot of vari¬ 
ables that are still sort of in 
the air that are being juggled 
around.” 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
it is too early to know what 
the city could commit, but 
he has been impressed with 
people behind the project. 

“Not only are the people 
that are behind this prepared 
to put their own money up, to 
put their money where their 
mouth is, but they also know 
what they are doing.” 

Henderson said it is far 
too early to know what the 
city will be asked to do, but 
it could be an opportunity to 
leverage city funds for a much 
bigger project. 

“For the city to come to the 
table on a project like this, 
that (has) huge benefits.”

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Shooting. 

Two suspects 
sought in 
Londonderry 
Mall murder 


EPS is asking for the public’s 
help in finding two suspects 
in the city’s latest homicide. 

The Medical Examiner’s 
Office confirmed that the 
shooting death of an Edmon¬ 
ton man at Londondeny Mall 
on Tuesday evening was a 
homicide, the result of mul¬ 
tiple gunshot wounds. 

Artur Ugodnilcov, 26, was 
shot to death in the upper 
parking lot of Londonderiy 
Mall after walking out of the 
mail’s main entrance, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Witnesses have described 
two suspects as male, aged 
18 to 25, with medium-dark 
complexions, dark hair and 
slender, athletic builds. Both 
men are said to be between 
five-foot-six and five-foot-10, 
and were wearing dark-col¬ 
oured hoodies at the time of 
the shooting. 

The large number of 
people in the mall parking lot 
is troubling to police, accord¬ 
ing to Staff Sgt. David Chris- 
toffel of the EPS Homicide 
Section, noting that three 
other vehicles in the area 
were struck by stray bullets. 

“This wasn’t a random 
act — it was a targeted 
incident and the victim was 
ambushed. The suspects had 
no regard for being in a busy, 
public place,” Christoffel said. 

“This is a solvable crime, 
so anyone who saw anything 
— we want them to feel the 
moral obligation to come 
forward.” 

People living in the area 
along 137 Avenue or going 
east or west Tuesday evening 
who may have seen unusual 
activity are asked to contact

High Level light-up 
plan ready to go 


A bright endeavour. 

Plan would see 
$3 million in donations 
aut toward 1,120 LED 
ights on bridge

The High Level Bridge could 
become a light show in the 
River Valley as early as this 
fall, but Edmontonians will 
have to be ready to put $3 mil¬ 
lion into the project. 

ATB Financial CEO Dave 
Mowat first raised the idea last 


October and said eveiyone has 
worked really hard to launch 
it. 

“Eveiybody we have talked 
to has kind of put their shoul¬ 
der to it. The people at the city 
have been extremely help¬ 
ful to tiy and get this set up 
right,” he said. 

A report going to city 
council’s executive commit¬ 
tee Monday outlines a $3 mil¬ 
lion plan that would put 1,120 
LED lights on the bridge that 
would be programmable and 
could change colours. 

The city won’t move ahead 
on the project until the en¬ 
deavour Mowat and others are 
planning has raised all the ne¬ 
cessary money. 


Mowat said the fundrais¬ 
ing plan has received a huge 
amount of support. 

He said while he expects 
some large donors, there will 
be a website for small dona¬ 
tions so every Edmontonian 
can take part. 

“It’s not some government 
doing it. It’s not some elite 
group doing it. It’s all of Ed¬ 
monton coming together to 
make it happen.” 

Coun. Kim Krushell said 
she is excited to see the pro¬ 
ject move forward and ex¬ 
pects it will have support on 
council. “It’s really a pretty 
inexpensive way to have some¬ 
thing that can be used all year 
long,” she said. 


Light up the bridge 


• Mowat says after 
council gives approval 
a fundraising drive will 
launch. He said ATB 
and several compet¬ 
ing banks are going 
to accept donations 
and several marketing 
firms in the city have all 
worked together on the 
plan. 


• The city estimates light¬ 
ing the bridge for an 
average of seven hours 
per night will cost 
about $17,000 per year.

Update. Thousands 
have permanent homes, 
but major challenges 
remain for city and 
citizens, officials say

Over 2,300 Edmontonians who 
were on the streets now have 
permanent homes, but four

years into the city’s 10-year 
Plan to End Homelessness, 
Mayor Stephen Mandel says it’s 
not enough. 

“This is a community-wide 
problem, not just an inner-city 
one,” Mandel said at a Home¬ 


less Commission update Thurs¬ 
day. “Our citizens need to say, 
‘What am I going to do to make 
a difference?’ instead of ‘Not in 
my backyard.’” 

Despite a drop in capital 
investment for permanent 


supportive housing units and 
a tightening of the rental mar¬ 
ket, some 1,664 permanent 
homes have been secured for 
the city’s least fortunate. Of 
those housed since the project 
started, over 86 per cent re¬ 
main in their home. 

“Even though homeless 
numbers have decreased by 
29 per cent since 2008, there 
are still over 2,100 homeless 
people here — that’s a high 
number for a city our size,” 
said Homeward Trust CEO 
Susan McGee, pointing to the 
13 per cent of homeless that 


are children and youth as un¬ 
acceptable. 

Temporary and rapid re¬ 
housing efforts are underway 
to address those who may not 
need a permanent home, often 
youth. Also, the new Welcome 
Home Program matches vol¬ 
unteers with people like John 
Tychanski, a newly housed cit¬ 
izen facing isolation and loneli¬ 
ness that can come with a new 
setting. 

“It has really made a differ¬ 
ence in my life just to be with 
people, have coffee, go to a 
movie,” said Tychanski.

Arrests spell end 
for drug group, 
police say 

Edmonton police are 
declaring victoiy against an 
alleged criminal organiza¬ 
tion that they believe was 
responsible for a large por¬ 
tion of the drug trafficking 
in the city. 

Officers announced 
Thursday that in late 
March, they arrested 12 
people and executed search 
warrants at seven locations. 
Officers seized six vehicles, 
$95,000 in cash, a 9-mm 
handgun, and a significant 
quantity of marijuana and 
cocaine. 

“We believe they were 
a big part of the drug 
organization, especially in 
North Edmonton... so we 
are satisfied we have dealt 
a major blow,” said Acting 
Det. Michael Dreilich. 

He added the 12 people 
arrested were part of a local 
criminal organization that 
appeared to be centred on 
a family. He said the arrests 
and the seizures effectively 
took them out of business. 

“With what we have 
done to their group, seizing 
their cash and their cars, 
their drugs, we have no 
doubt we have dismantled 
this group.” 

The accused, who range 
in age from 21 to 30, were 
charged with a host of 
criminal offences includ¬ 
ing conspiracy to commit 
murder, participating in a 
criminal organization and 
possession for the purposes 
of trafficking.

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Local man gets shin transplant

After numerous 
surgeries, Matthew 
Smith expected to 
lose his leg

When a 2,200-pound weight 
came crashing down on Mat¬ 
thew Smith’s leg, the shock 
took over where the pain 
would soon fill. 

The now 22-year-old said 
when he was rushed to hos¬ 
pital and wheeled into what 
would be the first of 14 sur¬ 
geries over the last two years, 
he feared the worst. 

“I was expecting to wake 
up with no leg,” he said. 

Three of the four liga¬ 
ments around Smith’s knee 
were destroyed, as was an 
arteiy, and Smith feared he 
could lose his leg. 

Smith’s last surgeiy, 
performed in March, trans¬ 
planted part of a shin bone 
along with cartilage into his 
leg in a first-of-its-lcind oper¬ 
ation for Edmonton. 

University of Alberta ortho¬ 
pedic surgeon Dr. Nadr Johma 
performed the surgeiy and 
said he had previously trained 
on the procedure. With access 
to a donor bank in Calgary, 
they were ready to perform a 
surgeiy here, he said. 

“At some point, somebody 
was going to have to take that 
step and the stars aligned,” 
said Johma. 

He added that while 




there’s a possibility of further 
surgeries, he’s hoping Smith’s 
leg is now fixed. 

“If this takes, my hope is it 
is permanent.” 

Smith says walking two 
blocks was like walking 10 for 
him before the last surgeiy, 
and he was forced to stay at 
home. 

“Doing nothing sitting 
around for the last two years 


has just been hell,” he said. 

Smith said he is now a big 
proponent of organ and tis¬ 
sue donation and hopes more 
people will donate. 

“You never know when 
stuff like this is going to hap¬ 
pen,” he said. 

“I have got on my friends’ 
cases about all of this and 
they have all signed their 
donor cards.” 


Donor clinic needs 


To set up a donor bank in 
Edmonton, the area would 
need many more people 
to donate. The centre that 
currently handles donors sees 
about 40 per year, but would 
need between 200 and 300 to 
keep up with demand. 


People who would like 
to be organ and tissue 
donors are advised to have 
the discussion with their 
families, who would have 
the final say after their 
death. 


West end 


Child's death 
not criminal 

The death of a baby girl in 
Edmonton’s west end is no 
longer considered suspi¬ 
cious. 

Emergency crews 
were called to a west-end 
apartment complex shortly 
before 5 p.m. on Wednes¬ 
day on the reports of a child 
in distress. Paramedics took 
the child to hospital, but 
she was pronounced dead 
when she arrived. 

Edmonton police 
spokesperson Leila Daoud 
said that following an aut¬ 
opsy, the medical examiner 
determined that the child’s 
death was non-criminal in 
nature and police would 
have no further involve¬ 
ment.

Johnny stood in front of a 
window looking out at a 
concrete wall, with a micro¬ 
phone awkwardly aimed 
at his chest and his eyes 
pointed away from the small 
crowd of teenage males in 
plastic chairs. He rapped: 
“Locked in E-Y, counting the 
bricks till I’m out of this.” 

Then, catching a glimpse 
of the eyes on him, he 
choked, looked to me and 
said, “I’m scared.” 

It’s the last thing I ex¬ 
pected to hear from someone 
locked up in the Edmonton 
Young Offenders Corrections 
(EYOC) where the toughest 
kids from Northern Alberta 
end up when their troubles 
are beyond simple social ser¬ 
vices. 

As one of two writers 
in residence for the Metro 
Federation of Libraries, I’m 
often invited to classrooms 
and community events to 


facilitate literary workshops. 
But when I got the invitation 
from Edmonton Public Li¬ 
brary to come out to EYOC, I 
decided to pull from a skill I 
keep in my back pocket: rap¬ 
ping. 

And it is a mighty skill. 
Over the last two weeks I 
watched the incarcerated 
young men use it to express 
their most internalized and 
sensitive thoughts, just as I 
did when I was their age. A 
few of them grew up around 
my hometown, High Prairie, 
and one of them even went 
to my high school. 

Rap has the distinction 
of being the most access¬ 
ible music to create. All one 
needs is a computer and a 
microphone. In this case, we 
just needed a microphone. 

Specialized hip hop pro¬ 
grams for youth are novel but 
not unique. The rap studio is 
probably the most popular 
room at iHuman Youth Soci¬ 
ety, a drop-in arts centre for 
at risk youth. Hope Mission’s 
Tegler Youth Centre has run 
a rap club for years and was 
the training ground for the 


local act, The Overachievers. 

And, so at Inner City High 
School, teacher Corvid Lorax 
— a well-known Edmonton 
hip-hop artist — sends stu¬ 
dents away with homework 
to write lyrics, hone their 


teach people, especially ones 
with futures as uncertain as 
theirs. 

Many of these males al¬ 
ready had rap names — one 
of them even had it crudely 
tattooed on his forearm — so

flow and produce beats. It 
sure sounds better than clari¬ 
net, and I’d argue that’s even 
more useful as a life skill.

Youth shootings

Child-shooting incidents in 
the U.S. are common and 
avoidable, say researchers 
who compiled data in the 
state of Colorado, one of the 
first studies of its kind. 

The authors documented 
shootings at two emergency 
rooms in Denver and Au¬ 
rora between 2000-2008, and 
found 129 cases of gun injur¬ 
ies for children aged four to 
17. The figure does not in¬ 
clude victims found dead at 
the scene, or from the Colum¬ 
bine High School or Aurora 
Batman movie massacres. 

“The trends show shoot¬ 
ings are routine and are not 
decreasing,” study author Dr. 
Angela Sauaia, of the Colorado 


School of Public Health, told 
Metro. “But we can do some¬ 
thing about it — 14 per cent 
of injuries were self-inflicted 
from kids managing to access 
unlocked, loaded guns.” 

The solution is within 
reach, gun control campaign¬ 
ers argue. “There have been 
tremendous advances in per¬ 
sonalized security, through 
lceycodes and biometrics — 
you can lock an iPad with a 
retinal scan,” said Josh Hor- 
witz, executive director of 
the Coalition to Stop Gun 
Violence. “It’s unfortunate 
that gun manufacturers are 
not using the technology 
available, and hopefully new 
research like this will shame 
them into action.” 

Many pro-gun activists 
believe there should be bet¬ 
ter protection in schools, and 
Colombia-based clothing com¬ 
pany Miguel Caballero are 
selling a line of bulletproof 
outfits for American school- 
children. “We only launched 
in March in Denver, and now 
we supply to Illinois and Flor¬ 
ida,” said company CEO Mi¬ 
guel Caballero.

Worldwide 
project to help 
create awareness of 
global poverty, raise 
money for charities 


Could you live on $1.75 a day 
and eat nutritiously? 

Hundreds of Canadians 
are going to join thousands 
around the world next week 
in a challenge called Live 
Below the Line, created by 
the Global Poverty Project to 
raise awareness of poverty. 

The $1.75 figure is the Can¬ 
adian equivalent of the ex¬ 
treme poverty line as defined 
by the World Bank. Some 1.4 
billion people live on that 
amount for all their needs, 
not just food and drink. 

Lost Girl star Zoie Palmer 
and Aaron Abrams from the 
TV series Hannibal are among 
those in Canada lending their 
voices to the challenge. In the 
U.S., Oscar winner Ben Affleck 
is planning to take the chal¬ 
lenge to raise awareness. 

From next Monday to Fri¬ 
day, participants are asked 
to spend no more than $8.75 
total for all meals and drinks. 
They are not supposed to eat 
food they have on hand un¬ 
less that cost is factored in. 
They can drink tap water. 
They’re asked not to accept 
donated items from friends 
or family, though monetaiy 
donations are encouraged to 
help participants meet their 
fundraising goals. 

“For a lot of people, $1.75 a 
day is less than they spend on 


their morning coffee, so it is a 
step outside of most people’s 
comfort zone,” said Erin De- 
viney, Live Below the Line cam¬ 
paign manager in Canada. 

Live Below the Line in 
Canada has partnered with 
four charities — Cuso Inter¬ 
national, Raising the Village, 
Results Canada and Spread 
the Net. Participants can desig¬ 
nate which charity they want 


money they raise to go to. 

Most people living in ex¬ 
treme poverty are in sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa, southeast Asia, 
the South Pacific and Latin 
America. 

“We’re asking people to 
five on $1.75 a day for food 
and for drink, but if you were 
really living in extreme pov¬ 
erty that $1.75 a day would 
absolutely have to stretch for 


eveiy single need in your life,” 
said Deviney. 

Several Canadian culinaiy 
experts have pitched in with 
recipes that cost 50 to 65 cents 
to prepare. Celebrity chef and 
Food Network Canada host 
Roger Mooking said he’s par¬ 
ticipating because he’s been in 
the situation of surviving on a 
minuscule food budget.

Assisted suicide 


Canadian dies 
with aid of doctor 
in Switzerland 

A Manitoba woman won 
her battle Thursday for the 
right to die on her own 
terms, with the help of a 
doctor, before she could be 
consumed by a disease that 
was robbing her of control 
over her body. 

Susan Griffiths, 72, 
died peacefully with some 
family members by her 
side at the Dignitas clinic 
in Zurich, Switzerland, a 
friend confirmed. 


Switzerland is the 
only countiy that allows 
physician-assisted suicide 
for non-residents. 

Griffiths did not go 
quietly, though. She went 
public with her stoiy in 
the hope that Canada may 
change its laws. 

“I sincerely hope that 
Canadian laws will change 
soon to allow individuals like 
myself to make end-of-life 
choices at home,” she wrote 
in an email to The Canadian 
Press on Wednesday. 

Killing oneself is not 
illegal in Canada, but help¬ 
ing someone to commit 
suicide is against the law.

In their stolen SUV 
they had five pipe bombs 
and a pressure-cooker explo¬ 
sive like the ones that blew 
up at the marathon, Kelly 
said. 

But when the Tsarnaev 
brothers stopped at a gas 
station on the outskirts 
of Boston, the carjacking 
victim they were holding 
hostage escaped and called 
police, Kelly said. Later that 
night, police intercepted the

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Kuwait puts tough media codes on hold 


Trend. Across the

Kuwait put proposals to im¬ 
pose tough new media laws 


on hold Thursday after the 
country’s prime minister sug¬ 
gested that objections from 
press groups and others could 
force the Gulf nation to scrap 
the plans. 

Rights groups and media 
watchdogs have criticized 
the draft law, announced ear¬ 
lier this month, because it 
would impose possible pen¬ 
alties such as fines of nearly 
$1 million US for insulting 


Kuwait’s emir. The proposals 
also would give authorities 
greater leeway to close and 
control websites and other 
online outlets. 

The Committee to Protect 
Journalists had appealed for 
Kuwait to abandon the new 
codes, saying the steep fines 
could bankrupt media com¬ 
panies or force journalists 
to go to prison because they 
couldn’t afford them. 


A retreat would ease some 
pressure on Kuwait’s govern¬ 
ment, but the country still 
faces criticism over a recent 
wave of arrests targeting 
bloggers and others. The 
media crackdown is part of 
similar steps across the Guff 
Arab states to quell perceived 
dissent since the Arab Spring. 

Earlier this month, Bah¬ 
rain’s government backed 
proposals to impose penalties 


of up five years in prison for 
insulting the Guff state’s king 
or its national symbols. 

Bahrain has faced more 
than two years of nonstop 
unrest from an Arab Spring- 
inspired uprising by major¬ 
ity Shiites seeking a greater 
political voice in the strategic 
Sunni-ruled kingdom, which 
is home to the U.S. Navy’s 5th 
Fleet. 

The United Arab Emirates 


last year set stricter Internet 
monitoring and enforcement 
codes that give authorities 
wider powers to crack down 
on web activists for offences 
such as mocking the coun¬ 
try’s rulers or calling for dem¬ 
onstrations.

Kurdish rebels say 
they’re retreating 
to northern Iraq 

Kurdish rebels will start 
withdrawing thousands 
of guerrilla fighters from 
Turkey on May 8 and 
retreat across the border to 
northern Iraq, a rebel com¬ 
mander said Thursday, in 
an important milestone to¬ 
ward ending a nearly three- 
decade-old insurgency. 

In a news confer¬ 
ence held in northern 
Iraq’s Qandil mountains, 
rebel commander Murat 
Karayilan said the extrac¬ 
tion would be gradual, but 
warned it would come to an 
immediate stop should the 
rebels be attacked as they 
leave Turkey. 



He also outlined for the 
first time “obligations” the 
Turkish government needs 
to fulfil for peace, including 
enacting a new constitu¬ 
tion, dismantling special 
security units established 
to fight the rebels and 
declaring an amnesty for all 
imprisoned guerrillas. 
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Dubai ruler’s horse trainer banned over doping 



Boasting grandstands that 
seat 60,000, the $2 billion US

med bin Rashid A1 Maktoum, 
the ruler of Dubai. 

Each year it hosts the $10 
million US Dubai World Cup, 
the world’s richest horse race. 
The track has been integral to 
Sheik Mohammed’s ceaseless 
efforts to promote Dubai and 
his Godolphin stables. 


Now Sheik Mohammed’s 
racing empire faces a crisis, 
with news that a top Godol¬ 
phin trainer was charged in 
connection with one of the 
biggest doping scandals to hit 
British horse racing. 

On Thursday, the Brit¬ 
ish Horseracing Authority 
banned Mahmood al-Zarooni 
for eight years after he admit¬ 
ted giving anabolic steroids 
to 15 of his horses at stables 
in Newmarket, England — in¬ 


cluding 1000 Guineas favour¬ 
ite Certify. The 15 horses also 
were banned from racing for 
six months dating back to the 
testing on April 9. 

A1 Zarooni, a former stable 
groom who was one of two 
British-based trainers for 
Godolphin, also was fined 
$3,000 US in August after 
urine samples from two of his 
horses were found to contain 
a banned substance.

Elephant poaching on the 
rise after rebels overthrow 
decade-old government 


Elephant meat is flooding 
food markets in villages near 
a famed wildlife reserve in 
Central African Republic one 
month after rebels believed 
to be involved in poaching 
overthrew the government, 
conservationists said. 

The Dzanga-Sangha re¬ 
serve in the rainforests of 
southwestern Central African 
Republic has been home to 
more than 3,400 forest ele¬ 
phants and features a world- 
renowned clearing where 
dozens gather each day. 

Now the political chaos 
unleashed by a rebellion that 
overthrew Central African Re¬ 
public’s president of a decade 
has enabled elephant poach¬ 
ers to further their slaughter. 

Elephant meat is now be¬ 
ing openly sold not only in 
the town of Bayanga near the 
reserve, but also in surround¬ 
ing villages near the protect¬ 
ed wildlife area, which is part 
of a UNESCO World Heritage 
site, said Bas Huijbregts, head 
of policy for WWF’s cam¬ 
paign against poaching in 
Central Africa. 

At least 40 elephants have 
been slain at Dzanga-Sangha 
since the rebels took power 
on March 24, said local resi¬ 
dents. 

Central African Republic’s 
forest elephants have faced 
growing threats in recent 
years from Sudanese hunters 
on horseback who are mak¬ 



ing their way further and fur¬ 
ther south. 

The poachers are used to 
killing elephants in savannah 
terrain though experts say 
they are increasingly adapt¬ 
ing their methods to hunt ele¬ 
phants in the forest terrain of 
southern Central African Re¬ 
public and in neighbouring 
Cameroon. 

The Sudanese hunters are 
now working in tandem with 
armed rebels from the group 
known as Selelca, which now 
has seized control of the fed¬ 
eral government, anti-poach¬ 
ing rangers who have fled 
rebel-controlled areas said.

The garment went for 
2,000 euros, below its estimat¬ 
ed value. 

Bedded in 
a worn purple velvet case, the 
silvery strands fetched 13,720 
euros. Hushed murmurs rip¬ 
pled through the room as the 
winning bid was announced on 
behalf of Austrian restaurateur

An associate professor 
of biochemistry at the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan is 
trying to get more students 
interested in science by 
looking at the health bene¬ 
fits of picking your nose and 
eating it. 

Scott Napper says nature 
pushes us to do different 
things because it is to our 
advantage to have certain 
behaviours and consume 
different types of foods. 

Napper says mucous 
traps germs and stops them 


from getting into our body, 
but if we consume that mu¬ 
cous, it could help train our 
immune system by exposing 
it to the germs. 

So he says when children 
have the urge to pick their 
nose and eat it, parents 
shouldn’t get upset. 

Napper says he hopes to 
conduct a study where some 
type of molecule is inserted 
in people’s noses and then 
half the participants pick 
their nose and eat it and the 
other half don’t. 

“I think the challenge 
would be getting volunteers 
to participate in this experi¬ 
ment,” he says with a laugh. 
“Especially if you didn’t 
know which group you were 
going to fall into.” 

Napper also says making 
science more humorous and 
fun keeps students interest¬ 
ed and engaged. 

“I don’t try to convert 
them all to biochemistry. My 


goal is always if I can teach 
you one thing that you’re 
going to tell somebody else 
about outside the scope of 
this class, then I’ve prompt¬ 
ed you to think a little bit, 
to question these things and 
I think with this example, it 
probably succeeded in that.” 

Napper has two young 


daughters and says the idea 
of letting them pick their 
noses, even if in the name of 
science, didn’t go over well 
with his wife. 

“Yeah, she’s of a differ¬ 
ent opinion,” he says. “She’s 
more towards training them 
to be little ladies.”

“Up until the last year and a 
half I would never have recom¬ 
mended this job to anyone,” 
Gray said. “But in the last 15 
months or so, I do enjoy com¬ 
ing to work. It’s changed.” 

On Thursday morning, 
a human-rights complaint 
— related to racism in the 
workforce — against Halifax 
Regional Municipality (HRM) 
and its fire service came to 
an end as members of the 
Halifax Association of Black 
Firefighters (HABFF), HRM 
and the Nova Scotia Human 
Rights Commission gathered 
to hear an official apology, 
and present a plan to end dis¬ 
crimination in the future. 

“As an employer, we should 
have done more to prepare 
the work environment to be 
inclusive and protect you as 
employees and as people,” said 
HRM fire chief Doug Trussler. 

The complaint was filed by 



a group of black firefighters 
back in 2009, detailing several 
instances of racism since 2002. 

Many incidents involved 
racial slurs, but the common 
thread is that followup inves¬ 
tigations into the incidents 
were inadequate. 

“Frustration just reached 
a boiling point. They’d throw 
processes in, and then wouldn’t 
do them,” said Ray Adelcayode, 
one of the firefighters who 
spoke during the meeting.

Meeting victims’ needs. 

Tories promote tougher 
criminal justice agenda 


The complexity of including 
the perspective of victims in 
Canada’s criminal justice sys¬ 
tem was encapsulated Thurs¬ 
day in a single, 24-minute 
news conference on Parlia¬ 
ment Hill. 

“It’s taken years for vic¬ 
tims to tiy to get the mes¬ 
sage out that we are not these 
angiy, vengeful people,” said 
Sharon Rosenfeldt, whose 
16-year-old son Daryn was 
one of the victims of serial 
killer Clifford Olsen in 1981. 

Rosenfeldt was on hand as 
the Conservative government 
announced it would back a pri¬ 
vate member’s bill designed to 
keep some killers behind bars 
for up to 40 years before be¬ 
coming eligible for parole. 

The measure, which 
capped the eighth annual 
Victims of Crime Week in Ot¬ 
tawa, is the work of Manitoba 
Conservative MP James Bez- 
an, who says he was motiv¬ 
ated by the needs of victims 
of crime, not a desire to pun¬ 
ish the perpetrators. 

Where victims once lob¬ 



bied successfully for the right 
to appear and make represen¬ 
tations at parole hearings, 
some now say those hearings 
can be too traumatic to bear. 

Bezan’s bill would allow 
judges to impose sentences of 
up to 40 years without parole 
for murders which involve a 
kidnapping and a sexual of¬ 
fence against the victim —

Whales, too 


In the 27-year whale study, 
scientists began tracking an 
unusual feeding behaviour 
in 1980. Until then, whales 
usually fed by blowing 
bubbles underwater to 
corral small fish, which 
don’t seem to like to swim 
through bubbles. 


• But in 1980, research¬ 
ers saw one whale first 
smack the water loudly 
with its tail making a big 
noise and giant splash 
before blowing bubbles. 


• The number of whales 
doing that manoeuvre 
has climbed steadily, and 
is now at 37 per cent. 
This new trick coincided 
with a dramatic drop in 
the number of herring, 
which the whales like to 
eat.

You don’t have to be a teen¬ 
ager to want to fit in at the 
school lunchroom. Some 
wild animals seem to follow 
similar monkey-see, monkey- 
do behaviour to follow the 
crowd and find the best eats, 
new research finds. 

South African monkeys 
switched foods purely be¬ 
cause of peer pressure and 
humpback whales off the 
coast of New England copied 
a new way to round up a fish 
meal, according to two stud¬ 
ies in Thursday’s journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

“We’re not as unique as 
we would like to think,” said 


monkey-study lead author 
Erica van de Waal, of the Uni¬ 
versity of St. Andrews in Scot¬ 
land. “We can find many of 
the roots of our behaviours in 
animals.” 

For her study, 109 vervet 
monkeys living in groups in 
the wild were given a choice 
of food tinted pink or blue by 
the researchers. One colour 
for each group was tainted 
with aloe to give it a harm¬ 
less yucky flavour. After a few 
meals, the food was no longer 
tainted, but the monkeys still 
wouldn’t eat the colour they 
figured was bad. 

But that changed when 
some of them tried to fit in 
with a new group of mon¬ 
keys. Blue-food eaters instant¬ 
ly switch when they moved 
to an area full of pink-food 
eaters, even though they 
shunned pink food before. 
Pink eaters also changed 
when they moved to a blue- 
food area.

Joe Fresh shoppers upset 
over factory tragedy 


Bangladesh. Death of 
garment workers in 
building collapse has 
customers questioning 
brand’s oversight 


As rescuers continued to pull 
corpses and survivors from the 
rubble of a collapsed garment 
factory in Bangladesh, some 
consumers in Canada were 


shocked to learn that items 
from their favourite brands 
were made there. 

The building collapsed 
Wednesday killing at least 238 
people. Canadian clothing line 
Joe Fresh was among the cus¬ 
tomers of the factories operat¬ 
ing in the building. 

Natalie Erb, 24, shops at Joe 
Fresh at least once a week for 
everything from yoga clothes 
to office wear, she said. The 
news out of Bangladesh has 
the loyal customer disturbed 


about her purchases. “To be 
honest, I had never really done 
much research into where 
Joe Fresh manufactures their 
clothing, but knowing what I 
do now. I’m hugely disappoint¬ 
ed in the company,” said the 
Halifax woman. 

Joe Fresh parent company 
Loblaw released a statement 
saying some Joe Fresh items 
were made in the factoiy and 
offered its condolences to the 
victims and their families.

EU court upholds seal-product ban 


Canada’s embattled sealing in¬ 
dustry was dealt another blow 
Thursday when a European 
Union court upheld a three- 
year-old ban on seal products. 

The General Court of the 
European Union issued a 
statement saying it rejected a 
challenge from a group that 
includes the Canadian Fur Insti¬ 
tute, the seal processing indus¬ 
try and one of Canada’s largest 
Inuit groups. 

The Luxembourg-based 
court said the existing ban is 
valid because it fairly harmon¬ 


izes the EU market while pro¬ 
tecting the economic and social 
interests of Inuit communities. 
Terry Audla, president of the na¬ 
tional Inuit organization, issued 
a statement saying the ruling 
does little to protect the Inuit. 

Even though the Inuit have 
an exemption that allows them 
to sell seal products in Europe, 
the Inuit Tapiriit Kanatami 
wanted the ban struck down 
because the group believes its 
markets will diy up if a wider 
ban remains in place.

Richard: Mark, I thought The 
Colony made good use of the 
situation to build atmosphere 
and tension. The icy outside 
and claustrophobic interiors 
(it was shot at the decom¬ 
missioned North American 
Aerospace Defense Command 
base in North Bay, Ont.) do the 
trick, and keep you uncom¬ 
fortable throughout. Shadows 
and creepy sounds stand-in for 
elaborate special effects, but 
when the going gets bloody, 


old school nasty action effects 

— like a bisected bad guy skull 

— are effective and cringe indu¬ 
cing. Were you hot or cold on 
it? 

Mark: Somewhere between 
tepid and lukewarm, Richard. 
Although there’s nothing 
wrong with this movie, there’s 
not much that is original or 
memorable. It’s a little bit zom¬ 
bie, a little bit aliens, a little 
bit haunted house. The atmos¬ 
phere and tension are well 
done, but that isn’t enough. 
The real mysteiy is how they 
got Laurence Fishburne to ap¬ 
pear in what feels like a superi¬ 
or direct-to-video release. 

RC: I hear you. On the down¬ 
side The Colony has many of 
the standard plot devices used 
in sci-fi thrillers — who doesn’t 


see the sacrifice of the meta¬ 
phorical red shirt coming? — 
and the ultimate survivors just 
happen to be the good-looking 
ones who escape to Adam and 
Eve it up elsewhere. But it 
makes up for its deficiencies 
with some excellently feral 
cannibals and an ending that, 
while hopeful, is still bleaker 
and cooler than we might ex¬ 
pect if this was a big Hollywood 
movie. 

MB: I didn’t find the end¬ 
ing bleak at all. What I did 
find bleak was casting Bill 
Paxton and giving him a one 
dimensional papier mache role. 
Mind you, none of the charac¬ 
ters were particularly vivid. 

RC: Bill Paxton has been in 
WAY worse movies than this. 
I kind of liked the simplicity 


of the whole thing. Reminded 
me of an old school action 
movie that stereotypes as a 
kind of shorthand to let the 
audience know what to expect. 
It’s not the characters that are 
interesting — they’re the stan¬ 
dard hero, anti-hero types — 
it’s their actions. This movie 
doesn’t reinvent the wheel by 
any means, but the journey the 
characters went on entertained 
me. Besides, any movie featur¬ 
ing feral cannibals is OK in my 
books. 

MB: Hey, I like a feral canni¬ 
bal as much as the next guy; I 
mean, it’s not like I’m a vegan. 
I was modestly entertained by 
the movie but I thought it could 
have been better with a few 
more rewrites. I will say this, 
though: North Bay has never 
looked better.

After the huge success of the 
first two Iron Man movies, 
followed by the Avengers, 
were you even in the position 
to turn down this third instal¬ 
ment? 

I signed up for three movies, so 
I didn’t have the choice. But I 
wanted to do it. I promise. 

Did you have a say when it 
came to the evolution of your 
character? 

Working on this kind of 
project, you’re dealing with 
so many egos. A guy in a suit 
tells you, “This is the movie 


I want to make.” And you’re 
like, “Hang on a minute, 
what are you going on 
about?!” Iron Man 3, is first 
and foremost director Shane 
Black’s movie. He wrote the 
script together with Drew 
Pearce, another super tal¬ 
ented guy. They spoke to all 
those involved for two weeks 
and then they disappeared. 
They came back two weeks 
later with a script that was 
100 times better than what 
we had originally discussed. 

It was a surprise. Normally, 
with this kind of movie, 
you read the script and you 
think, “F—, how am I going 
to film this trash?” It’s an¬ 
other kind of surprise. 

After Avengers, is it nice to 
go back to being the main 
character? 

We absolutely wanted to come 
back to something more “real.” 
I have to admit, I love arriving 
on set and seeing how huge 
it all is. Bombs exploding and 
all... Only, when I go out 
and watch a movie, I’m a bit 
of a snob. The most import¬ 


ant thing is the relationship 
between the characters. In Iron 
Man 3, Tony has no armour 
and no Pepper (Potts, his assist¬ 
ant and love interest, played 
by Gwyneth Paltrow). He really 
has to fight. 

He also has to deal with his 


panic attacks. Is that a hard 
thing for you to do as an 
actor, considering he’s also 
meant to be a superhero? 

I love that kind of challenge. 

I remember reading it in the 
script: “Tony speaks to his 
computer and suddenly, he 
has a panic attack.” I was like, 


what? Him? It seems weird but 
that’s who he is. Jon Favreau, 
who produced the first two 
episodes and who plays Happy 
Hogan in this one, has always 
said that this kind of movie is 
about normal people who can 
do incredible things with tech¬ 
nology. It’s the nasty guys that 


come from another planet. 

Can an actor sometimes feel 
“alone” in this kind of super 
production? 

We’re often alone in life, 
aren’t we? I do my thing; I tiy 
and stay focused and when I 
go back to my trailer, I play 
with my willy until someone 
calls me. And you have to be 
careful. I got a really bad knee 
injuiy on set. After Avengers 
and Sherlock Holmes, I had 
this feeling that I could do it 
all. Jump off a building? Sure! 

I wasn’t careful and we had to 
stop filming for six weeks. 

Your career has had a lot of 
ups and downs. Do you take 
your job as seriously as you 
used to? 

Honestly? You can take on 
two different attitudes when 
it comes to the way you deal 
with your life. You can try 
and control it. Or you can 
tiy and accept it. I think I 
worked harder than most 
people would have done on 
this kind of movie. I think I 
have a certain work ethic.

There’s a 
lot of improv that happens, but 
the improv is in sort of a con¬ 
trolled playground, you know?

There’s more of it. I think if 
you look at the second movie, 
when we’re in the Japanese 
garden at the end, you kind 
of see where it’s headed. You 
see us starting that whole 
process at that point, and I 
think this is just sort of the 
further culmination of that. 
And I think there’s more that 
could be mined, and we’ll 
see if there’s anything that’s 
going to happen afterward. 

But yeah, it was nice to have 
the opportunity to really find 
some more colours in their 
relationship.

If you love a good burger, you 
might think George Motz 
has the best job ever. He 


crisscrosses the countiy as 
the host of Travel Channel’s 
new series Burger Land, look¬ 
ing for the best burgers in 
America. 

He consumed 70 burgers 
in the three months it took 
to shoot the first season, 
exercising regularly to ac¬ 
commodate his indulgence.

One thing he stressed, 
however, is that all burgers 
are not created equal.

“It is veiy difficult for res¬

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Inaugural Youtube Comedy Week to 
attract celebrity jokers big and small 


First of many themed 
schedules ahead. 

Online video giant is 
attempting to create 
next generation TV 


For a week in May, YouTube will 
turn into the biggest open mic 
on the planet. 

On Thursday, the Google 
Inc.-owned site will announce 
the YouTube Comedy Week, a 
seven-day cyber extravaganza 
designed to showcase some of 
the best comedy across its ex¬ 
pansive video platform. From 
May 19 to 25, YouTube will 
be overrun with punch lines, 
sketches, stand-up routines and 
— hopefully — a lot of laughs. 

It’s the largest-scale attempt 
yet by YouTube to program its 
billions of hours of video and 
lead viewers to its growing 
channels of original program¬ 
ming. The video site is planning 
more event weeks around vari¬ 
ous themes to be held later this 
year and beyond. 

“This has never been done 
before on YouTube,” Danielle 
Tiedt, YouTube’s vice-president 
of marketing, said in an inter¬ 
view Wednesday ahead of the 
announcement. “I’m sure we’ll 
learn a lot.” 

Comedy Week will kick off 
with a global live stream from 
Los Angeles’ Culver Studios. 
Throughout the week, new epi¬ 
sodes will debut from some of 


YouTube’s most popular chan¬ 
nels, comedians will perform 
and comics will curate lists of 
their favourite videos. 

Among those participating 
are Sarah Silverman, Rainn 
Wilson, Michael Cera, Vince 
Vaughn and Seth Rogen. There 
will be new videos from Andy 
Samberg’s Lonely Island troupe. 
Popular comedy destinations 
with channels on YouTube like 
The Onion, Nerdist, College 
Humor and Funny or Die will 
join in. 

The event is just the start of 
a new approach by YouTube to 
congregate its disparate stars 
— from Hollywood profession¬ 
als to Internet upstarts — and 
to present a unified viewing 
experience for users. YouTube 
hopes the theme weeks will 
spotlight the original program¬ 
ming the site has invested hun¬ 
dreds of millions of dollars in to 
grow its platform as a kind of 
next-generation TV. 

“We’re hoping to do this in 
a pretty regular rhythm,” said 
Tiedt. “You’ll see several of 
these coming from us, for sure, 
as we highlight really big areas 
that we think are amazing 
areas of strength for YouTube.” 

The undertaking is months 
in the works. To executive-pro¬ 
duce the week-long event, You¬ 
Tube brought in former Jimmy 
Kimmel Live! producer Daniel 
Kellison, whose production 
company, HaChaCha, recently 
launched two comedy YouTube 
channels: Jash and the Video 


Podcast Network. The kickoff 
five stream will be directed and 
produced by Joel Gallen, a vet¬ 
eran of the MTV Movie Awards. 

Kellison says a staff of 40 has 
been assembled to help in what 
he calls the “tremendously 
daunting” task of organizing a 
sizable portion of the sprawling 
YouTube realm. 

“It’s a massive undertalc¬ 
ing,” he says. “If you try to or¬ 
ganize it all and figure it all out, 
you’ll drown. It’s not possible. 
We’re just doing the best we 
can in trying to produce this.” 

A few missteps are inevit¬ 
able, Kellison says. But the 
plan isn’t to put on a slickly 
produced show, but something 
more lo-fi and relaxed. 

“We’ve been able to go to 
all these comedians and say, 
‘Hey, we can do whatever we 
want and have fun doing it,”’ 
says Kellison. “It’s taken on this 
sort of comedy Woodstock type 
of vibe.” Getting even a seg¬ 
ment of YouTube to synchron¬ 
ize would seem a tall order. But 
marshalling together Comedy 
Week reminds Kellison of the 
chaotic first night of Jimmy 
Kimmel Live! 

“We had Coldplay on the out¬ 
door stage; Warren Sapp com¬ 
ing in after he won the Super 
Bowl on a helicopter; the fire 
marshal trying to shut us down; 
Snoop Dogg with the death 
threats; and a buzzed George 
Clooney,” he recalls. “I im¬ 
agine this will be veiy similar.”

One of the stars from The 
Walking Dead has an interest¬ 
ing perspective on why viewers 
can’t get enough of the AMC 
television megahit which has 
just concluded its third season. 

Steven Yeun suggests the 
series, which is based on comic 
books of the same name, is tap¬ 
ping into a global uneasiness 
already out there. 

The show stars Andrew Lin¬ 
coln as sheriff’s deputy Rick 
Grimes, who wakes up after 
being in a coma to find out 
the world has become domin¬ 
ated by zombies. Grimes sets 
out to find his family and any 
other human survivors along 
the way. 

Yeun, who plays former 
pizza deliveiy boy Glen Rhee, 
joined the cast way back in the 
second episode of season one. 
“I think the draw of the zombie 
genre to begin with was always 
about the survival,” Yeun said. 

“It was always the idea of 
how do you come back from 
this apocalyptic situation and 
stay alive? I think for our show 
it’s kind of cool, because in the 


world there’s sort of this global 
feeling of apocalypse, regard¬ 
less of whether it’s justified, or 
if it’s just kind of with the fi¬ 
nancial crisis or whatever it is.” 

Yeun said it’s no surprise 
that a shaky world economy 
or threats of a nuclear attack 
by North Korea are causing the 
viewing public to flock to the 
Georgia-filmed show in droves. 

“It’s cool to jump in and 
watch a television show and 
say, ‘Hey, I might be that char¬ 
acter in real life’ and follow him 
or her the entire way through. 
It’s definitely the characters.” 

He said he talks to people 
who say it’s not even the type 
of show they would watch, but 
they’re drawn in. For instance, 
included in the viewership is 
a high percentage of female 


viewers, which is unusual for a 
sci-fi television series which is 
anything but short on gore. 

“I think it’s Norman Re- 
edus, but he’d hate me if I said 
that,” Yeun laughs in reference 
to character Daiyl Dixon, who 
is one of the main zombie 
hunters. “He’s a true badass 
and he has a heart of gold. If 
you’re not dialling in to watch 
that, I don’t know what you’re 
doing.” Reedus and actress Me¬ 
lissa McBride, who plays Carol, 
a woman who is the last sur¬ 
viving member of her family, 
are scheduled to be among the 
celebrity guests at the Calgaiy 
Comic & Entertainment Expo 
this weekend. 

The fourth season is sched¬ 
uled to begin in October and 
the show has not been shy 


about killing off main charac¬ 
ters. Last season saw the deaths 
of Lori Grimes, the main char¬ 
acter’s wife, Merle Dixon, 
Daiyl’s brother and a former 
lawyer named Andrea. 

“You don’t want to have 
that phone call where they tell 
you you’re not going to live,” 
said Yeun. “I think you make 
peace with it and... to be a part 
of it in any amount is great. 
And if you die, they’ll kill you 
off in the way that’s most im¬ 
pactful.” 

Yeun’s character has 
evolved from a cautious young 
man bent on survival in season 
one to a leader who has found 
a love-interest named Maggie 
and thinks nothing of going 
head-to-head with a zombie.

The wild and playful pop 
star is a huge fan of the swarm 
of Kardashian reality shows, 
but says her new series is far 
from what you see on the small 
screen from Kim, Kourtney and 
Khloe. 

“I have a love for the Kar- 
dashians; I’m not going to lie 
to you,” the 26-year-old said in 
a recent interview. “I love that 
show, but it’s veiy different. I 
do not look as pretty as they do 
— like at all. During my show, 
there’s a lot of moments with 
no makeup at all, like I’m in a 
T-shirt running around in my 
underwear.”

That’s why 
I am showing all the imperfec¬ 
tions.” 

Ke$ha’s reality show comes 
five months after she released 
her second full-length album, 


Warrior, which features the 
smash single Die Young. The 
series could help push sales 
since the album has only 
moved 252,000 units, according 
to Nielsen SoundScan. It’s not 
matching the immediate suc¬ 
cess of her 2009 debut, Animal, 
which has sold more than 1 mil¬ 
lion albums and launched four 
Top 10 singles, including her 
breakthrough anthem TiK ToK. 
Cannibal, the EP she released 
10 months after her debut, has 
reached gold status. 

Despite that, Ke$ha said that 
since releasing her debut she’s 
been calling the shots when it 
comes to her career. 

“Now I really run my (busi¬ 
ness). I don’t let anything slip 
through the cracks without me 
managing it, eveiy aspect of it,” 
said Ke$ha, who will join rapper 
Pitbull on a co-headlining tour 
May 23 in Boston. 

“Because the media can be 
veiy critical and if they’re going 
to criticize something that I do, 
I want it to be veiy much some 
thing I was involved in.”

‘Rockability’. Sallie 
Ford melds old and 
new for her own 
musical style 


A confused French journalist 
gave Sallie Ford a chance to 
get something off her chest. 

The reporter asked Ford 
and her band, the Sound 
Outside, about being “rock- 
ability” artists, not realizing 
that adding a ‘t’ to rockabilly 
created a brand new musical 
style. They borrowed the 
word as the title of a song on 
their new album that com¬ 
plains about pigeonholing 
musicians. 

“We thought it was a fun 
way to look at the silly use of 
words,” said Jeffrey Munger, 
the band’s guitar player. 

In Rockability, Ford sings, 
“I’m not a part of any scene. I 
can’t wait to see the day when 
all the genres melt away.” 


The tag probably stems 
from the tone in Munger’s Te- 
isco guitar, which has a surfer 
twang to it. Ford’s swagger 
fits well, too. Despite the 
song’s lyrics, Ford said the 
label doesn’t really bother 
her, so long as people real¬ 
ize her influences aren’t that 
limited. She likes contempor¬ 
aries like Regina Spelctor and 
Cat Power, along with blues 
and jazz singers like Ella Fitz¬ 
gerald and Dinah Washing¬ 
ton. 

“To me, a feminine voice 
from the past had this mys¬ 
tique to them that not a lot of 
people are doing,” Ford said. 
“All these jazz singers, I like 
the tone of their voice where 
it’s feminine but still power¬ 
ful.” 

Ford, 25, grew up in 
Asheville, N.C., playing clas¬ 
sical violin and piano with a 
supportive family (her dad is 
a puppet artist). She got an 
electric guitar for her 16th 
birthday and turned to rock 


‘n’ roll from classical because 
she wanted to express herself 
in her own songs instead of 
performing material written 


by others. 

After dropping out of col¬ 
lege in 2006, she moved to 
Portland, Ore., where she 


met her rhythm section of 
bass player Tyler Tornfelt and 
drummer Ford Tennis. Mun¬ 
ger completed the Sound Out¬ 
side. This year’s album, Un¬ 
tamed Beast, is their second 
and an attempt to make more 
aggressive rock tunes that 
people can dance to. 

Distinctive in her cat-eye 
glasses, Ford is quiet and 
sweetly shy offstage. She’s a 
tough broad onstage, her gut¬ 
tural vocals reminiscent of a 
young Chrissie Hynde in the 
Pretenders. 

She’s not big on ethereal 
lyrics, either: you know what 
she wants. Do Me Right is an 
order, not a suggestion. On 
Bad Boys, she makes it clear 
she can play on their turf. 
“You may think of me as just 
a little girl,” she sings. “But I 
am here to prove you wrong.” 

“I found out another word 
for innuendo was hokum,” 
she said over a beer, a few 
hours before playing in a 
Brooklyn nightclub. “I have 


tried to do songs with more 
innuendo, but maybe I wasn’t 
that good at it. I just thought 
maybe I’d be blunt. It’s a good 
way to get people to listen 
and I thought it would be a 
fun way to write.” 

As much as the music de¬ 
mands attention, so does the 
album cover, which shows a 
naked woman sitting cross- 
legged in a chair, with one 
hand holding an ice cream 
cone and the other the horn 
of an animal skull that con¬ 
ceals her face. Ford’s idea in 
commissioning the work was 
to convey feminine power 
with nudity but not in a sex¬ 
ual sense. 

She feels a certain obliga¬ 
tion to advance the cause of 
women in rock ‘n’ roll. 

“There are not many girls 
who do rock ‘n’ roll music,” 
she said. “There are, but not 
that many. I’d like to make 
that point, that girls can rock 
out, too.”

Blues. Charlie 
Musselwhite talks 
about how he was just 
destined to collaborate 
with Ben Harper

The particulars of the first time 
that Ben Harper and Charlie 
Musselwhite played music 
together are almost too perfect. 
During a session for John Lee 
Hooker, Harper played guitar 
and Musselwhite played har¬ 
monica on a song called Bum- 
in’ Hell, which appeared on 
Hooker’s Best of Friends. 

Playing with a blues legend 


like Hooker solidified their 
integrity, playing a song titled 
Bumin’ Hell solidified their 
badassness, and playing on an 
album titled Best of Friends — 
well, you get the picture. 

The two musicians guested 
on each other’s albums over 
the years, but it wasn’t until 
this year’s Get Up! that they 
fully ignited the creative spark 
that began in the late 1990s. 

“We’re both so busy, but 
we’ve both been wanting to 
get in the studio together for so 
long,” says Musselwhite. “Ben 
did one tune on an album of 
mine, and I did two or three on 
an album of his once, but we 
never had time to actually do a 
whole album together.” 

And when they did finally 
get into the studio, it was 
exactly what Hooker had or¬ 


dained it to be. 

“It was like the music was 
just waiting to happen. It just 
came pouring out of us. It was 
real spontaneous and it hap¬ 
pened real fast,” recalls Mus¬ 
selwhite. 

Get Up! is a collection of 10 
blues songs that feel so classic 
that it’s not immediately clear 
these are all brand-new record¬ 
ings. “No overdubs except for 
the girls’ voices,” Musselwhite 
shares eagerly. 

Musselwhite wails on the 
harmonica and Harper lyrically 
delivers hard, old truths in new 
ways. Though there are more 
than 25 years between the two, 
the elder musician says Harper 
has an old soul. 

“He’s got some mud on his 
shoes,” chuckles Musselwhite 
about Harper.

The first seven picks were 
all linemen: Four on offence, 
three on defence. 

Fisher became the first Mid¬ 
American Conference player 
selected at the top when Kan¬ 
sas City’s new regime led by 
coach Andy Reid chose the 
six-foot-seven, 306-pound of¬ 
fensive tackle. 

“This is so surreal,” Fisher 
said. “I’m ready to get to work 
right now. I’m ready to start 
playing some football. I can’t 
process what’s going on right 
now.” 

Fisher was followed by 
the All-American Joeclcel go¬ 
ing to Jacksonville, defensive 
end Dion Jordan of Oregon 
to Miami, which traded up 
with Oakland, and Oklahoma 


tackle Lane Johnson to Phila¬ 
delphia. Not a skill position 
player yet in sight — a stark 
change from the last four 
drafts, when quarterbacks 
went first. 

The procession of linemen 
continued with BYU defen¬ 
sive end Ziggy Ansah, born 
in Ghana, going to Detroit; 
LSU defensive end Barlcevi- 
ous Mingo to Cleveland; and 
North Carolina guard Jona¬ 
than Cooper to Arizona. 

“That’s a lot of love for the 
big boys up front, which we 
usually don’t get,” Fisher said.
